Washington, 
Feo. 
23 —The 


Curtis bill, which prescribed the 
manner of closing the affairs of 
the Five Civilized Tribes, wa>< re- 
ported to,the Senate yesterday 
by Senator Clapp, chairman of 
the Committee on Indian Affairs. 


The 
bill as reported by the 


Senate committee is replete with 
changes. The one which has ex- 
cited the most general interest, of 
course, is that relating to the dis- 
position of the coal lauds, and 
this was thoroughly explained in 
previous dispatches. 


A most important amendment, 


since it aflects those citizenship 
cases pending in th*> courts, is 
that the time in which the rolls 
must be "fully completed" is ex- 
tended 
from June 4. 1006 to 


March 4, I'.'OT. This will have 
the effect of re-ei vmg hind for al- 
lotment to those who may be de 
claredtohrt\p right* n*> the issue 
ot suits now peudintr. 


An amendment has been put in 


expressly declaring that lands al 
lotted to Choctaw and Chickasaw 
freedmen are to be considered as 
homestead land-', and subject to 
all the provisions respecting the 
homesteads' of Indians. 


Substantially nothing has been 


subtracted from the Houjse pro- 
visions respecting alienations, but 
several proviso-- have been added 
For example, it is provided that 
when restrictions are removed 
the land-* are to he considered as 
having been alienable from the 
datp of settlement, wherefore it 
i-- further provi led conveyances 
are not to hp held invalid merely 
because the\ \VPTO made prior to 


the delivery of patents 


Leases of the homesteads of 


full-blood* mufct be approved by 
the Secretary, but leases of the 
surplus lands, when for agricul- 
tural purposes and for terms not 
exceeding one year, do not need 
that approval. This last provis- 
ion" is a new one. 


The failure of 
the House to 


make provision for highways in 
the 
Chickasaw, 
Choctaw

Seminole Nations has been cor- 
rected by directing that one rod 
on each side of section lines shall 
be taken for public road purposes 
Ample provision is also made for 
the construction of dams.

Ada, 
I. T., is and shall be as are 


described in an order of the Unit 
ed States District Court incor- 
porating the incorporated Town 
of Ada, and also what territory is 
described in an order of said 
court made at Ada annexing cer- 
tain territory to said town, and 
as is shown by a map filed in said 
court made by (Jeorge Truitt. 


Sec. 3. That hereafter all that 


part of territory within the said 
incorporate limits of said City of 
Ada within the following boun- 
dries shall be known as ward No. 
one, to-wit:

Washington, Feo. 23 —The 


Curtis bill, which prescribed the 
manner of closing the affairs of 
the Five Civilized Tribes, was re- 
ported torthe Senate yesterday 
by Senator Clapp, chairman of 
the Committee on Indian Affair*. 


The 
bill as reported by the 


Senate committee is replete with 
changes. The one which has ex- 
cited the most general interest, of 
course, is that relating to the dis- 
position of the coal lauds, and 
this was thoroughly explained in 
previous dispatches. 


A most important amendment, 


since it aflects those citizenship 
cases pending in tli* courts, is 
that the time in which the rolls 
must be "fully completed" is ex- 
tended 
from June 4. 1006 to 


March 4, I'.'OT. This will have 
the effect of re-ei ving hind for al- 
lotment to thos*1 who may be de 
clared to hn\e right* Jis, the issue 
o( suits now peiidma:. 


An amendment has been put in 


expressly declaring that lands al- 
lotted to Choctaw and Chickasaw 
freedmen are to be considered as 
homestead lands and subject to 
all the provisions respecting the 
homesteads of Indians. 


Substantially nothing has been 


subtracted from the House pro- 
visions respecting alienations, but 
several proviso-" have been added 
For example, it is provided that 
when restrictions are removed 
the lands are to he considered as 
having been alienable from the 
date of settlement, whprei'ore it 
i-> further provi led conveyances 
are not to hp held invalid merely 
because the\ \vpro made prior to 


the delivery of patents 


Leases of the homesteads of 


full-blood* mufct be approved by 
the Secretary, but leases of the 
surplus lands, when for agricul 
tural purposes and for terms not 
exceeding one year, do not need 
that approval.
